Kiwanis clubs in the United States and Canada will de- 


\ote the week beginning April 2 to establishing closer and 
more friendly relations between the two countries. Less sec- 
tionalism and a broader interactional comradeship will be the 
keynote of Kiwanians for a week. 


The thot that prompted this movement is a happy one. For 


a full century our people and the Canadians have lived side by 
side without'quarreling. It i.s a long line that connects the Bay 
of Fundy on the east to Puget Sound on the west. As it runs it 
is almost 3,000 miles le-ig. It divides in its course the greatest 
inland waterway on the globe and this of itself would ordinarily 
be a perennial bone of contention. 


"One of the news items sent out from the inlcrnalional head- 
quarters of Kiwanis relative to this centennial celebration starts 


out with this statement: "Better commercial and social rela- 
tions between the Dominion of Canada and the United Stales 
is the goal for which 62,000 members of Ihe Kiwanis clubs in 
North America will strive • • • • . " 


This statement is followed by another further along in the 


article to the effect that there will be "dinners, speeches, public 
processions and a general get-together spirit between the busi- 
ness men of both countries during the enlire week." The objecl 
of all this i? highly commendable and unquestionably the ad- 
vertising this idea of greater friendship between the two coun- 
tries will receive will further the end thai is aimed at on both 
sides the boundary line. 


But better than dinners and speeches and processions will 


be the exertion of every effort on the part of Kiwanians indi- 
vidually and collectively to demolish the tariff wall to whose 
erection both nations have foolishly been a parly. 
Back in 


Taft's days a spirit of unwonted wisdom flooded the leaders of 
the Republican party and a reciprocity treaty was proposed by 
the Taft administration which, had it prevailed in Canada as it r 
did here, would have obliterated the last veslige of feeling that 
ever exisled between these two great branches of the English 
speaking family. 


But at that time Canadians were less amenable to reason 


than we were and the commercial reciprocity which Uncle Sam 
voluntarily offered them was spurned. Now Canadians of the 
better sort see the folly of their decision at lhat lime and are 
willing to make amends. What a, great thing for both peoples 
would it be if the error of 1910-1911 could now be corrected 
and what a credit it would be to their organization if the 


• Kiwanis clubs of Canada and the United Slates would shoulder 
the greater portion of the burden of putting so beneficent a 
policy into effect! 


There is nothing which promotes international friendship 


like commerce. There is nothing which makes alien races so 
quickly akin as unrestricted trade. 
Tear down the customs 


houses of the world today and every army could be disbanded, 
every fort evacuated and every navy dismantled tomorrow., 
Men, like trees will thrive better where there is no restraint. It! 
is freedom alone which will develop that which is highest and! 
best in the race. 
' 


So it is greatly to be desired that Kiwanians on both sides

•- national comity and good will. It is Irue we have had a larin" 


barrier erected against Canada and Ihe Canadians one again.st 


. us, but friendship has survived in spite of it rather than on ac- 


count of it. And it will be noted as an historical fact that every 
sign of trouble between the two countries has always had as Us 
basis the bad feeling and ill will engendered by artificial and un- 
necessary trade restrictions. 


Both peoples during the century just past have had \astly 


more unoccupied territory than either could develop. This has 
largely been the saving factor in preserving comity between the 


'<• two nations. Added to that has been unity of language and 


custom and similar isolation on a vast and practically un- 
developed continent. For these reasons we have lived side by 
side for a hundred years without serious trouble, and this in 
spite of a moderate tariff wall. 


But we submit that that wall, whether high or low, is r.s in- 


defensible as would be a tariff wall on Ohio's border against 
West Virginia coal or on Ohio's Indiana border against Indiana 
corn. Just now New England sees two of her great industries 
passing from her. 
Her textile industry is being taken away 


from h*»r by the South and her shoe industry is going to Ihe West 
and Northwest. But docs New England in Ihis emergency 
clamor before the doors of Congress in Washington for a tariff 
to protect her industrial supremacy and to keep her great fac- 
tories and the capital behind them from going to other sections? 


No New Englander thinks of so preposterous a reque.st. 


but it should not be forgotten lhat in the days of tho Articles of 
Confederation just such an attitude was lakon by each of tho 
thirteen colonies. And il was because tho wisest men of every 
section of the country saw that tho newly liberated Republic 
was swiftly drifling onlo the rock.s because of foolish tariff re- 
strictions that the constitutional comention was called .-Mid tho 
first great \ital principle agreed upon that as between tho 
thirteen stales and all others thai should grow out of them, 
there should forever be absolute freedom of trade. 


The tremendous progress this country mado from that day 


lo this is proof that will exist for all lime of iho wisdom of the 
fathers in dedicating Ihis country perpetually to the policy of 
free and unrestricted commercial relation between the several 
states. 


There is no argument that was advanced in behalf of com- 


mercial freedom then that does not apply with equal force to- 
day as regards this country and Canada. There'has been no 
advantage reaped by the stales of this union by the adoption of 
this wise and beneficent policy that would not bo reaped over 
again if the American government and the Dominion go\ern-
